Medical Corps Chief Says

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Jan. 30.—An 
army estimated at 115,000 men la- 
bored today along a 1000-mile front 
in a final drive to strengthen the 
levees from Cairo to New Orleans 
against the flood crest expected 


next week.

: A stage of 46.55 feet was record- 
ed at 10 a. m. on the engineers’ 
gauge at Memphis, exceeding all 

previous records, It may rise to 65 

feet, almost 10 feet above the 1913 

record of 56.6 feet. 

“Bessie Landing (near Tipton- 
ville) is still the hot spot,” said 
Lieutenant-Colonel Eugene Rey- 
bold, United States District Engi- 
neer. “But the hundreds of labor- 
ers are able to keep ahead of the 
rising water.” 

The permanent restraining em- 
bankments rise five to 10 feet above 
1927 peak flood marrks and to this 
margin has been added as much 
more of sandbags, lumber, mud and 
canvas. 

A force almost as large as the 
levee corps is ministering to 125,000 
disease-menaced refugees already 
driven from their homes by the 
flood. 

Dr. J. Logan Morgan, physician 
in charge of medical treatment for 
flood refugees, said one-fourth of 
the refugees have either influenza, 
pneumonia or bad colds, and added 
that about 25,000 Memphis residents 
are suffering. 

Method of Boistering Levees. 

Workers are throwing mud and 
gand_- into bulkheads—protecting 
walls for levees that are going up in 
record time. The secret of making 
sandbags withstand the onslaught 
of the waters is in placing loose 
gand between the tightly packed 
bags—bags four deep and one to 10 
feet high at the “bad spots” along 
the dikes. 

Atop the levees are erected four 
to five feet board walls—parallel 
and with a space of nine to 10 feet 
between them. They are wired to- 
gether at six-foot intervals and the 
space filled with mud. On the out- 
side, bad spots are reinforced with 
sandbags. 
A typical seawall is that at the U. 

S. Engineers’ depot at West Mem- 
phis. Built in 1932 for the nominal 
rise of the river, the seawall will 
stand 52 feet of water without rein- 
forcements. It is being raised four 
feet for this emergency. 

200-Mile Stretch Threatened. 
Removal of livestock and house- 

hold goods in threatened areas 
along the 200-mile stretch from 
Hickman, Ky., to the mouth of the 
White River in Arkansas was un- 
der way. This was a precautionary 
measure to assure orderly evacua- 
tion of residents in the event of 
emergency. Experience has taught , 
flood relief workers that few farm- 
ers will leave homes unless they 
can take worldly possessions with 
them. 

Complete evacuation of Paducah, 
Ky., was ordered after the Ken- 
tucky Health Commissioner, A. T. 
McCormack, heard 8000 of the city’s 
82,000 residents still were in the

Murphy’s intervention and at- 
tempt again to negotiate the men 
out of the plants. 

“That was the Secretary’s specific 
proposal. I made no agreement 
with her about it, or anything else.” 

On his return to New York, he 
said, he advised Secretary Perkins 
it was “not fair to ask us to go back 
and start all over again to nego- 
tiate whether the strikers would get 
out of the plants.” 

Denies Agreement. 

The General Motors head said, at 
the beginning of a formal state- 
ment, that he moved to issue it 
after reading assertions attributed 
to Secretary Perkins in the morn- 
ing newspapers regarding the con- 
ference yesterday. 

“How the Secretary could have 
understood that any agreement had 
been reached with her, when it was 
distinctly understood that I was to 
telephone my answer to her pro- 
posal, is beyond my comprehen- 
gion.” 

The text of Sloan’s statement fol- 
lows: “In view of the statements 
attributed to the Secretary of Labor 
appearing in this morning’s papers 
regarding our conference in Wash- 
ington . yesterday, it is important 
that the facts as to what occurred 
be clearly stated: 

Telis of Invitation. 

“I was invited to Washington by 
the Secretary. . Through a third 
party, I was asked to telephone 
her. When I did so on Thursday, 
the Secretary requested me to come 
to Washington for a private, confi- 
dential discussion. It was under- 
stood that our conference would ex- 
plore what might be done. 

“The conference lasted for about 
two hours. After considerable dis- 
cussipn, the Secretary asked wheth- 
we would be willing to go back to 
the status prior to Gov. Murphy’s 
intervention and attempt again to 
negotiate the men out of the plants. 
That was the Secretary’s specific 
proposal, I made no agreement 
with her about it or anything else. 

“I told the Secretary that I would 
take that proposal under advise- 
ment and give her an answer not 
later than 10 o’clock this morning. 
The Secretary urged immediate ac- 
tion. Our general counsel, John 
Thomas Smith, was in Washington 
and I wished to consult with him. 
Before leaving Washington with 
him, I telephoned the secretary from 
the Union Station about 4:45 p. m., 
and, as a result of that conversa- 
tion, I told her I would try to give 
her my answer as soon as I got 
back to New York. 

His Telephone Message. 

“This I did. When I reached 
home, I telephoned the Secretary 
about 10 p. m. and informed her 
that in view of court proceedings 
and the desirability of getting our 
people promptly to work, it was not 
fair to ask us to go back and start 
all over again to negotiate whether 
the strikers would get out of the 
plants, 

“How the Secretary could have 
understood that any agreement had 
been reached with her, when it was 
distinctly understood that I was to 
telephone my answer to her propos- 
al, is beyond ‘my comprehension. 

“The one main issue which is 
now, and from the beginning has 
been, paramount in this situation, 
is whether the sit-down strikers 
will or will not be allowed to re- 
main in unlawful possession of our. 
plants.”

This ac- 
tion drew Miss Perkins’ indignant 
criticism and a rebuke from Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. Sloan took the po- 
sition that he would not confer 
with strike leaders so lore as 
“stay-in” strikers “illegally” océu- 
pied the company’s plants. 

“IT think you’d better-ask Miss 
Perkins exactly what transpired at 
our talks,” Sloan said before he 
took the train. “The situation is 
very delicate. However, you'd bet- 
ter say that I confirmed the fact 
that I was invited to go down and 
confer with the Secretary of La- 
bor on the subject of the strike.” 

Press Conference. 

An hour or so earlier, at the end 
of a day filled with rumors of an 
impending conference, Miss Per- 
kins met more than 50 reporters 
who had been told to come to her 
office at 6 p. m. Somewhat dis- 
traught from the almost constant 
night and day vigil that she has 
kept since the motors. strike 
reached the present impasse, Miss 
Perkins apologized --for having 
called the newspaper men together. 

“IT had hoped,” she said, “to be 
able to give you an important an- 
nouncement concerning the strike. 
But unfortunately I have not been 
able to reach one individual on the 
long-distance telephone. I have left 
word for him to call and I still ex- 
pect to make the announcement.” 

She would not disclose the name 
of this individual and indicated 
there was every reason to believe 
he would approve the terms that all 
other principals in the dispute had 
already agreed to. The Secretary 
promised to notify reporters later 
if and when the final approval es- 
sential to a preliminary truce had 
been obtained.

In a forthright reply, Editor Harris character- 
ised the charge as “infamous and false,” assured 
the Senator that the-columns of the Times are open 
to him at all times to make any statement he de- 
sires, and reminded Mr. Morgan that as a lawyer he 
must know that the courts are always open to any 
person with a just grievance against any newspaper. 

A word about Julian Harris. He is a man of high 
professional repute. It was during his editorship 
that the Columbus (Ga.) Enquirer-Sun was awarded 
the Pulitzer Prize for the “most disinterested and 
meritorious public service rendered by an American. 
newspaper.” The service was thus itemized: in fight- 
ing the Ku Klux Klan, in opposing the law to pre- 
vent the teaching of evolution, in contending for jus- 
tice for the Negro. 

What. Mr. Harris said to Senator Morgan is ele- 
mentary. Any newspaper that wantonly misrepre- 
sents any citizen either in its news columns or edi- 
torial columns can be brought into court under the 
libel laws. That is the individual’s protection against 
unscrupulous journalism. It is a-:necessary protec- 
tion. Experience has proved its adequacy. 

The one dissenter in Tennessee’s upper house, Sen- 
ator Prentice Cooper, former State commander of the 
American Legion, recited smilingly the facts stated 
by Mr. Harris. He bantered his colleagues a bit, 
ventured they were hypersensitive, reminded them of 
the special immunity they themselves enjoy as leg- 
islators under the “privileged statement.” He ex- 
pressed his confidence in the libel laws. 

What Senator Cooper said so pleasantly has been 
said in substance and with official authority by 
Chief Justice Hughes in the Supreme Court's de- 
cision voiding the Minnesota gag law as unconsti- 
tutional. 

Public officials (the opinion reads) whose 
character and conduct remain open to debate 
and free discussion in the press find their rem- 
edies for false accusation in action under libel 
laws, providing for redress and punishment, and 

« not in proceedings to restrain the publication of 
newspapers and periodicals. 

Such is the law. But the Tennessee Senate, in 
defiance of Article I of the Constitution and a 
Supreme Court ruling, has again focused unenviable 
attention upon the State. Condolences are in order, 
with the hope that the House will, as has been 
predicted, defeat this vindictive Senate. bill.

REBUKE TO MR. SCHECHTER. 
If passed, the bill introduced in the Missouri Leg- 


islature by Representative Howard Elliott of St. | 


Louis County would end the “dilatory tactic” where- 
by court defendants get long econtinuances by hiring 
a legislator as counsel. Whatever the prospects for 
passage of the bill, its introduction reflects the gen- 
eral public contempt for use of this trick to obstruct 
the working of justice. 

Mr. Elliott's statement shows that at least one 
legislator realizes how the good name of the Legisla- 
ture and of the bar is brought into disrepute by this 
device. The bill, he says, “is offered in a desire to 
protect the members of the Legislature, and also to 
preserve the dignity and prestige of the General As- 
sembly and the bar, with reflection on no one.” 

Despite the qualifying phrase, the bill and Mr. El- 
liott’s statement will be widely interpreted as a pub- 
lic rebuke to Representative Maurice Schechter of 
St. Louis, who, by acting as counsel for 15 indicted 
election clerks, made it possible for them to get con-

Elliott himself is counsel for two defendants in a 
civil suit who obtained a continuance for that reason 
last week in Judge Nolte’s court, but nevertheless he 
favors curbing a practice from which he, as a law- 
yer, stands to benefit.

Mississippi Floods: 1927-37 


From Editorial Research Reports. 


HE army is preparing to evacuate, as far 
as 50 miles from the Mississippi, all the 
population along the river from Cairo to 
New Orleans, in areas where the levees go 
or threaten to go. 

The Ohio empties into the Mississippi at 
Cairo, at the Southern tir of Illinois, oppo 
site Kentucky. From Cairo to the Gulf of 
Mexico, the Mississippi flows for almost æ 
thousand miles through flat alluvial lands 
bordered by hills about 50 miles apart. The 
soil is mostly of great fertility, because it 
has received the rich silt deposits of flood 
after flood. This is the stronghold of the 
plantation system in the United States, with 


| tenant farming predominating. e 


The last previous great flood descended 
upon the Lower Mississippi in March and 
April, 1927. Then about 1,000,000 people were 
living in the flooded areas, of whom about 
330,000 had to be rescued; about 600,000 re- 
ceived some form of aid from the Red Cross, 
These numbers were not greater because 
practically all the large cities escaped al- 
most unscathed. The total relief chest col- 
lected and expended by the Red Cross 
amounted to more than $17,000,000. 

« * . 


Agriculture along the Lower Mississippt 
was especially hard hit in 1927 because the 
floods came after much of the spring sowing 
had been finished or was under way. When 
farmers rushed back to re-seed, they were 
faced with a subsidiary flood in June, and 
later came a third rise, which washed out 
still more seeding. Much of Louisiana was 
under water throughout July. 

Secretary of Commerce Hoover, directing 
the Government’s flood relief efforts, esti 
mated that the direct loss from the 1927 
floods would come to $200,000,000 and the in- 
direct loss to another $200,000,000. The losses 
would have been larger had not almost all 
the buildings destroyed or damaged been 
flimsy and the farm machinery unpreten- 
tious. Not only were most of the flooded 
inhabitants poverty-stricken, but also they 
had learned by sad experience that their pos 
sessions might be washed away any year. 

The Mississippi flood in 1927 was consid- 
ered an economic as well as a human disas- 
ter. But that was 1927, when few people be 
lieved that farmers would be better off with 
smaller crops, It ig true that general eco 
nomic activity began to decline in June, 1927, 
and did not get above normal again until 
the following year. But the total income 
realized by agriculture from production was 
higher in 1927 than in 1926 or 1928. 

The cotton crop in 1927 was about 13,000;- 
000 bales, as against 18,000,000 bales in 1926, 
but the average price received by producers 
was 20 cents instead of the 12% cents in 
1926, so that the total value of cotton pro 
duced was $1,306,000,000 in 1927, as against 
$1,120,000,000 in 1926, .

Workmen Begin Draining Flood 
to Prepare for Restoring 
Full Pressure. 


By the Associated Press. 

CINCINNATI, 0O., Jan. 30.— 
Workmen set up pumps in the idle 
Eastern Avenue waterworks pump- 
ing station today to drain out 3,- 


000,000 gallons of flood water and 
prepare the way for resumption of 
water service in Cincinnati. 

Before the record-breaking flood, 
the station pumped most of the 
city’s water into the mains. Drain- 
ing it is the first move toward re- 
storing full water pressure and de- 
creasing the threats of fire and dis- 
ease. 

The Ohio River dropped a foot 
and a half yesterday. Its slow re- 
cession continued today inch by 
inch, It was expected to fall to 75 
feet, 23 feet above flood stage, to- 
night. 

Only 5,000,000 gallons of water 
were poured into the mains from 
reservoirs yesterday and the same 
ration is planned for today. Nor- 
mally on a winter day, the water- 
works provides 50,000,000 gallons. 
Artesian wells continued to feed 
the water system. Water is avail- 
able from faucets for one hour 
daily. It must be boiled. 

City Manager C. A. Dykstra said 
that 425,000 gallons of water were 
distributed by hauling in 24 hours. 
“That figure shows,” he said, “that 
we could live even without any in 
the mains. That is almost a gal- 
lon for each person.” : 
Health officials reported there 
was not a single case of tpyhoid 
fever in the city. About 4000 per- 
sons have been inoculated 


by the Health Department. 

The United States engineers 
worked to remove the hazard of 
floating oil and gasoline. They are 
attempting to anchor securely all 
oil and gasoline storage tanks still 
clinging to their moorings and to 
tow others to safe places.
